Dollars and "Sense" of Health 

Health is the greatest asset 
any one will ever acquire. 
While most people begin with 
it they have considered it an 
“expendable” until their first 
serious illness makes them stop 
and think. Too often such an 
illness presents a belated warn¬ 
ing that extensive and irrepair- 
able damage has already taken 
place. They frequently conva¬ 
lesce to a state of semi-invalid¬ 
ism to spend the balance of 
their days in a vain attempt to 
recapture the vigor and vitality 
of a carelessly expended youth.

If we can find more basic 
causes for their illness than 
others have, and by application 
of our methods can set them on 
their way to comfort and peace 
of mind we have reason to be 
happy. 

So many good people need 
instructions in how to live with 
their physical conditions far 
more than they need extensive 
treatment.

POWERFUL ALLY JOINS NEW 
SWIM POOL MOVEMENT 

Proponents of a new swimming pool for Sierra Madre won a 
powerful ally this week, the Parent-Teacher Association. 

The P-TA, which last year boasted a membership of more 
than 1000 , ranks as the largest organization in town. 

It was particularly encouraging to note the genuine enthu¬ 
siasm that accompanied the group’s pledge to financially sup¬ 
port the pool project. 

If this spirit, as demonstrated by the more than 200 parents 
and teachers attending the meeting last week, is captured by all 
members of the P-TA and then by other organizations of the 
community, the new pool is virtually assured. 

CHEER UP, FOLKS: SIGNAL 
LIGHT IS ‘NEARLY HERE’ 

Be patient! It’s only a matter of time, folks. 

The Community Coordinating Council has learned that Sierra 
Madreans can expect to see the traffic signal installed at Michil- 
linda and Foothill boulevard within five or six months. 

Les Snudden, who heads a council-appointed committee as¬ 
signed to trace progress of the installation, had an interview 
Tuesday with officials of the State Highway Commission office 
in Los Angeles. 

His findings: the “death corner” signal is now on the draw¬ 
ing board, all right-of-ways have been cleared, and actual blue¬ 
prints will be sent to Sacramento in two weeks. 

At the state capitol, it will require from six to eight weeks 
to have the prints approved. After that, it will take another three 
weeks to obtain contractors’ bids; then another week to check these 
bids and award the contract; and, finally, the successful con¬ 
tractor will have 90 days (approximately three months) to com¬ 
plete the job. 

A long wait? Yes. But already it has been just about that 
long a time since the traffic signal was originally authorized 
by the commission. It was way back on April 27 that official 
word came that a light was to be installed. 

It will be a real beauty, though, when we get it. Mr. Snudden 
says a third lane will be provided for east-bound traffic on Foot¬ 
hill, and the light will include a signal for left-hand turns onto 
Michillinda. 

So be of good cheer, Sierra Madreans. There still is hope— 
if you manage to elude a fatal crash at the corner until February 
or March.

IDEAL FOR SIERRA MADRE RECEPTION 


It’s an ill wind that blows 
a spark from any intentional 
fire into an area where another 
fire destroys property. What 
good could it do? If you need 
to get rid of trash that is in¬ 
flammable, we urge you to get 
in touch with the Fire Depart¬ 
ment and if you are refused a 
request to burn it,—don’t feel 
hurt. From now on into the 
rainy season we have to be very 
careful. The summer has been 
extra dry and the heat invites 
fire. It is difficult to explain 
to some that the hose that is 
attached to protect the imme¬ 
diate area of your fire will not 
reach that spark that left your 
fire to drop at another locality 
in the distance. A wee bit of a 
spark can drop into dry weeds 
or grass and can go unnoticed. 
Much later, that spark has de¬ 
veloped into a small blaze from 
which the large blaze is born 
and the trouble is on. This can 
occur at night when quietness 
prevails with no one around to 
discover the fire until the sky is 
brilliant with the light of the 
blaze. A dry old shingle roof is 
susceptible to a glowing ember 
that can also drop there un¬ 
noticed. Such fires happen 
many times throughout the na¬ 
tion and has happened here. 

Those foolish culprits who set 
fire to two palm trees at the 
north end of Santa Anita av¬ 
enue, surely were not thinking 
of the seriousness of the act. 
Palm trees produce a very big 
ember when burning and with 
a little wind added, travel far 
distances. It’s too late to regret 
after a fire has caused great 
damage and possilby death. 

Why, how and what do peo¬ 
ple do to support the upkeep of 
the cars that so many very 
young people drive constantly 
and at all hours of the night? 
It seems to be a mystery, but 
one that will sooner or later 
have to be solved. One way to
